De Wolff wos exect:ted on 3 July 1942; and De Jong also 
on that date, The exccuticns ocenrred on the Hospital 
Hill theres I »~elieve they wore buried behind the 
hospital there, 

De Jong had had some connection with the Bitoeng fish 
supplies and was executed for some xesson relating to 
that; De Wsifi was executed because he was an engineer 
and had cestircyead some of the works defore tne Japs 
arrived. 


it» Leeuw had Leen capture’ and brought in with us; he 
was executed shortly afto.wards. I do not know the date. 
It was said that this Yanada carried this execution out. 
Coumander of th: whole of Menado area was Colonel 
HASHIMOTO, 


On 3 July 1942, somewh re in or about iienado, an American 
Colonei, two iC priests (Pastor iUeManor and Pastor 

Drone) and a Brother (Broe Brown), were executed: they 
were fron the Philippines. As sar as f know, Yunai or 
Hashimoto was resvons ble. 


We left the Dutch barracks on 10 Septeimnbsr 1944 after 
Allied bombardments; we nad had an american casualty, 
Billie Green. On 1.0 September 1944 we were put in the 
civil gaol in Nenado - 1C men to a cell. There were 
about 150 of us. or three days we got no water or food. 
“rom then %o0 24 October we received a little food. Sick 
people remained there aftsr 24 October - about 16 of theme 
I was returned to the camp. 
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whilst I wes in grol, people died mostly from cysentecry 

ene leek cf food. We got ne nedicel ettention, Most of 
tre 16 left in ceol, ciec. Anybocy beconing sick wes put 
in the-¢eol3 en cf our canp of 250 ren, ebout 68 men cicd. 
Five men were killed as the result of bor.bings 


In the Borrecks we hec to cig uncergrcunc shelters. We 
rec tc leec trucks. We got scene ricc once a cry. We got 
no nedicincs. i lot cf ren became sick anc cicd, there 
being ne treetrient for then. Three ciec in onc dey in 

the esnp cs the result cf starvation, anc sone beeruse 

of their relerie. YAbiADA leter went sercss tc tre wonen's 
cenps; WAT.NAEL, a former civilien Jepencse was e very bed 
Jepenesce Fe bert us with sticks anc with his fists, Mr. 
Ven Oostrun, in esnp with nc, wes becly thrasrec theres 
Wetenebe wes there for scene tine - we first cnecuntered 
rin curing Octcber 1944, There were never ony morkings 
on mny cf tre ermps to distinguish then -s FW cri ps. 


I was releesea fron internrcent in September 1945.
